For the redreſle whereot , and for the 
lecling of furure peace in the Church , it 
were to be wiſhed, though it be nocto be 
hoped, that the pen and the preſſe might 
be Icſle (et on worke, that there mightnoc 
be ſo many bookes of controuerſics writ- 
ten as there are. For while men thus wran- 
_ write, and print one againſt ano- 
er, there can be no peace in the Church: 
And thinke I may fafcly ſay, that itwere 
better for the Church , to want ſome 
tructh, then to haue no peace. And I 
doubt not , but a man may bee ſaucd, 
though he neucr reade, or ſtudy contro- 
ucrſzcs. Iris ſayd of Themiftocles , that be- 
ing requeſted ro pla n an inſtru- 
—- ts nc could not 
hiddle; and being againe asked what hee 
could doc, anſwered, that he could make 
a great City of a lictleone. So fayrh Sainr 
= 56. 1f thou beeſt queſtio- 
in points of (ubtilitic, perplexitic, and 
controucrlic, an{wer that thou knowelſt 
nor 


notwharto anſwer, that thy learning lies 
nor that way. And it thou beelt further vr- 
ged, & axked _ = know'ſt, & wher- 
in thy learning lics ; Reſponde, noſſe te « 
mods etion foie iſt1s , home offe poſut ha 
Anſwere, that thou halt learned ro know, 
how a man may be ſaucd without theſe. 
And it was the iudgement of Sifauniue a 
learned man,hauing ſpeech with the Em» 
perour Theodofues, touching the pacificati- 
on of matters in religion ; that a ſpecial 
meanest call quiet, was to forbid all 
dialectic Mdiſputations , as whereby the 
rent of Schiſme is cuer made greater, but 
neuer leffe ; and the fire of contention 
more kindled, and increaſed, but the heat 
thereof nothing quenched, or abated. Difſ- 
putations and diſceptations of controuer- 
fies, for the moſt part, being vaderraken 
magts ammo meliynitatis, quam fiudio Tocrita- 
tis ; rather for contention,then for truthes 
ſake; rather in an cagerneſle of (piric, ro 
vent their ownepaſhons , and vpholde a 
ſide, chen in any true zeale of the ſpirit, to 


iuſtificand vphold the o_ Quubw po 
tor 


tier ef] viftoria, quam Toeritas , whio had ra- 
ther haue the victory themſclues, then the 
trrueth ſhould. Such being the loue of 
men to themſclues, ot nemo patiatur ſe vin- 
#, licet ſciat Hers eſſe que audit, that no man 
wall ſufter himſgte ro bee overcome, 
though he know it ro be-true that is ſaid 
againſt him. Nec -veritati , nec paci cedere 
mordirit, as Saint duguſtine faith of the Ro- 
gatians, They will yeeld neither to tructh 
nor peace. And, Inanis omnis di{þutatio fine 
cedendi rooluntate : where therggs, no mind 
of yeelding, there45 no end oPMipuring : 
bur thatend\Wwhich the Apoltle ſpeakes 


of, Iu raylings, and gallings one of a- 


nother, x. Timoth. 6. 4. And therefore the 
2. Tim. 2.14. hce chargeth Timothic to 
charge his hearers, and that deepely, before 
our Lord leſws Chrift, that they contend not in 
words which #5 to no profit, but tothe ſubwerting 
of the hearers. As whereby the whole arc 
many times wounded, and the weake lel- 
dome or ncuer [{trengthened. And if we 
mult nor contend in words, much leflein 
writing and printing. The tongue.{layth 
Saint 


Saint James) is able to ſet the whole warld on = 
fire, if once it bee kindled with the coale 
of contention. What then is like ro bee 
the flame, when as if the rongue could 
not make it burne faſt enough, they pur 
paper to it, and (cr and ſend Fourth books 
{cron firefrom hell, ro caſt the coales a» 
broad, and to carry the flames where the 
rongue cannot reach? Books fraught full 
of nothing bur peſtilent and bitter malice, 
and the molt ſhameles,defperate yntruths, 
that the Deuill the father of lies can helpe 
them todeuile. As if they were not writ- 
ren in defence,bur in defiange of the truth, 
and of all peaccand loue, modeſty , and 
honeſty, religion, God, and all chat good 
is. And in which they ſpare not, to fir 
their poyſon inthe face of Princes. Of all 
which, if there were a fire made, as was 
of the bookes of curious Artes, Ads 19. 
we mighttruely ay of it, as Agefinns ſaid 
of the Vſurers Billes and Bonds, when he 
ſaw them all of a light fire, that he neuer 
ſaw a brighter, or a berter fire in his life. 
The flame whereof perhaps might expiate 
C'a ome

one hatt of their offc: , whict Yr eo 
wiſe will one day hdpe to increaſe their 
flame ; when they (hall wiſh with him, 
that they had ncuer had ſomuch learngyg, 
25 to know how to write a letter , haui 
done more harme to the Church of G 
by their writing, then ever they were able 
ro doc good by all their learning, 

Not that I think it not lawfull co write 
in matters of controuerlie, for it is nor 
only lawfull, but expedient and ncceflary 
inſomecaſcs, that Truth ſbould bee tuſtified 
of ber children ; ſo it bee done in Scaſon, 
with learning, grauity, moderation, and 
iudgement. But I hold it neither neceſla- 
ry, nor fir, for cuery man in defence, or 
pretence of the trueth , to anſwer eucry 
dog that barkes with barking againe. And 
it 1s but che diſtcmpered paſſion of ſome, 
to thinke the truth berrayd, except they 
write and fight for it. For he that enters 
ypon the publike defence and mainte- 
nance of any cauſe, without neceſſity 
compelling , or authoritic calling him 
thereunto,is cither comcntious, of in dan- 
ger to be contentious. But 


man lifs to bee contentiand , Wee bane no /uc 
cuflome , neither the of God, 1.Cor.1 tr. 
6. For the Churches cuſtome hath beene, 
and ever ought co bee this; to fly conten. 
rion,and by all mcanes to peace. And 
if noocher meanes bee left vs, yer by our 

rayers, lifring vp our eyes,and and 
Lok vato the God of peace, and bowing 
our knees ynto the Father of our Lord le- 
ſus Chriſt, chat he would ſertle peace in his 
Church, that therein wee may all of ys

And foraſmuch as the Peace of the 
Church depends much vpon the Peace of 


the State, we muſt allo follow that. Which 
Peace of State,may be conſidered, cither in 
reſpedt of a Stare in irfelfe, or in relpect 
of one State with another, For Peace of, 
or with States abroad; the care thereof be- 
s pr y to Princes, and publique: 
ons; fuch as hauc in their hands the 
Soucraigne power of peace and of warre.

And how that hath bene follow: by him 
thar profeſlerh hiamlclfe, no leſſe a maker 
of peace, then a defender of the Faith , the 
world can witneſle. For which his bleſſed, 
and chriſtian care of the Common peace, 
whartſocuer the lucceſle be, bleſſing and a- 
bundance of bleſſing ſhall bee vpon his 
Royall head. For if the mouth of Chriſt 
hath pronounced them blcfled that make, 
or bur endeauour to make peace berweene 
man and man, betweene one man and a- 
nother; bleſſed, and thrice bleſſed, and cucr 
bleſſed, (hall hee bee, that makes, or ſeckes 
ro make peace betweene Kings and Kings, 
betwecne Nationand Nation, & betweene 
Princes and their people; bleſſed ſhall hee 
be of God, and bleſſed of man, bleſſed in 
this life, and bleſſed in the life ro come.
